That brought an angry © flare 
back from members of the house 
committee on un-American activ- 
ities who in the past 10 days have 
turned up allegedly stolen secret 
State department documents and 
Say they are about to expose the 
people who stole them. 

Rep. Nixon (R-Calif.), said that 
in the light of evidence the com- 
mittee has uncovered “the Presi- 
dent’s statement is a flagrant 
flaunting of the national inter- 
ests of the people” 


Uneover Facts 

And it is apparent, he told re- 
porters that the only way the 
facts are going to be uncovered 
is through the committee. 

Nixon said the President, “by 
continuing to obstruct the com- 
mittee, is helping to keep the 
facts about the stealing of Amer- 
ica’s top secrets by the commun- 
ists from the American people”. 

Acting Chairman Mundt (R- 
SD) said that it was inconceiv3 
able to him that Mz Trumatt 
would frepeai the red herring re- 
mark 

“If he considers the investiga- 
tion a red herring,.”’ Mundt said, 
“I challenge him to authorize us 
to publish the documents in toto 
in the press The state depart- 
ment says they are so startling 
that to release them even now 
would imperil the national secur- 
ity. If this is a red herring; let’s 
publish them.”

*®NANKING, ® — The Govern- 
ment conceded today Chinese 
Communists inflicted heavy cas- 
ualties on three encircled army 
groups on Nanking’s approaches 
aMilitary sources said the 16th 
, army group was believed to have 
* been virtually wiped out. The 
YSth and the two other groups 
,8arrisoned Suchow until last 
* week, when they withdrew south- 
ward in an effort ‘to relieve the 
trapped 12th army group in the 
* @uhsien sector. 

The Communist radio said gov- 
aynment losses were more than 
30,000 troops in the three groups. 
Neutral military observers made 
# similar estimate. 

Government sources said the 
groups had reorganized and are 
resuming attacks in an attempt 
to break through the Reds. They 
@gscribed the Communists as suf- 
fering heavy losses also. 

Much depends upon whether the 
tSimer Suchow garrison can join 
the 12th at Suhsien 45 miles 
fauth of Suchow---and both forces 
fall back to the new Hwai River 
defense line, 105 mileg northwest 
of the Chinese capital.
